The  uncurrent  silver  coin  received  from  the  Treasurer  on 
transfer  orders  should,  as  soon  as  received,  he  melted  into  shoe  - 
bars  and  an  assay  made  of  the  mass  for  the  purpose  of  determining 
whether  it  is  standard  metal  and  also  as  a  guide  to  the  Melter  &  Re¬ 
finer  in  preparing  ingots.  If  the  coin  assays  within  the  legal 
deviation  as  to  fineness,  allowed  by  law  as  to  new  coin,  it  will  be 
reported  to  the  Treasurer  as  standard  metal  and  so  charged  to  the 
Melter  &  Refiner,  without  any  deductions  for  his  benefit. 

In  case  that  any  transfer  of  uncurrent  silver  coins  contains 
three-cent  silver  pieces,  such  pieces  will  be  separated  from  the 
other  coins  and  melted  separately,  as  they  are  of  a  different  fine¬ 
ness. 

It  will  probably rbe  necessary  to  melt  the  coin  into  shoe-bars 
first,  for  the  reason  that  the  Melter  &  Refiner  will  doubtless  need 
to  add  clippings  in  th>  preparation  of  ingots,  otherwise  the  result¬ 


ing  coin  is  apt  to  run  above  standard,

The  importance  of  this  suggestion  arises  from  the  fact  that 
the  appropriation  made  by  Congress  for  the  recoinage  of  the  silver 
coins  in  the  Treasury  can  be  used  only  to  reimburse  the  Treasurer 
for  the  loss  incident  to  such  recoinage,  that  is  the  actual  differ¬ 
ence  between  the  face  value  of  the  coins  with  which  the  Treasurer 
is  charged  and  the  value  at  subsidiary  coining  rate  of  the  resulting 


mass  after  melting,  so  that  the  Department  is  desirous  that  the  loss 
shall  be  as  small  as  possible  in  order  that  the  recoinage  may  be  as 
large  as  possible.

The  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  who  has  charge  of  the 
Treasury  exhibits  at  the  World's  Fair^is  exceedingly  anxious  that 
we  should  let  him  know  within  a  f ew  days  if  possible  the  nature

of  the  exhibit  of  the  mint  service  at  the  World's  Fair  in  Chicago. 
All  the  other  branches  of  the  Treasury  service  have  made  detailed 
estimates  and  reports  to  him^to  be  submitted  to  the  managers  of 
the  fair,  of  the  exhibits  which  they  propose  ,  and  the  amount  of 
space  that  will  be  required,  as  well  as  the  weight  per  square  foot 
upon  the  underpinning,  and  an  estimate  of  the  cost  to  the  fair  of 
such  exhibit. 

Instructions  were  given  you  some  time  ago,  and  I  have  orally 
spoken  to  you  and  the  people  of  the  mint  on  the  subject  of  prepar¬ 
ing  at  the  earliest  possible  date  the  plans  of  a  mint  exhibit  at 
Chicago,  and  full  details  of  the  same.  This  must  be  done  at  once, 
and  you  are  hereby  instructed  to  take  the  matter  in  hand  and  push 
it  to  completion  within  a  week  if  possible. 

My  idea  is  that  the  mint  exhibit  at  Chicago  should  be  as  com¬ 


plete  and  interesting  as  possible,.  I  would  suggest  for  your  con-

side  ration  that  it  embrace  in  addition  to  a  press  for  the  striking 
of  coins  or  medals  the  plant  of  an  embryo  mint,  and  also  that  the 
cabinet  of  the  mint^o"  a  portion  of  it ^be  transferred  to  Chicago 
during  the  fair.  If  this  meets  with  your  concurrence  you  will 
please  prepare  your  plans  accordingly. 

Accompanying  the  plans  will  be  a  detailed  statement  as  to  the 
space  to  be  occupied  by  each  branch  of  the  exhibit; and  the  total

space  required,  also  the  cost  of  shipping  the  same  to  Chicago, 

A 

erecting  the  same  at  the  fair^ and  of  taking  down  and  reshipping  the 
exhibit. 

I  think  that  some  allowance  should  be  made  for  the  wages  of 
persons  who  will  be  sent  in  connection  with  the  exhibit,  or  at 
least  of  some  one  to  be  in  change  of  the  exhibit.  It  is  possible 
that  we  could  allow  some  of  the  employes  of  the  mint,  familiar  with 
the  processes,  to  be  employed  at  Chicago  during  the  fair  without 
any  expense  to  the  fair. 

I  am  advised  that  the  Supervising  Architect  reports  that  the 
undepinning  and  support  for  the  floor  of  the  Government  building 
is  capable  of  sustaining  a  weight  of  only  200  pounds  to  the  square 
foot.  If  you  propose  having  any  exhibit  which  will  exceed  that 
weight  it  is  not  only  desirable  but  necessary  that  you  at  once 
inform  me  of  the  fact,  giving  estimates  of  the  weight  per  square 


foot  so  that  the  underpinning  may  be  properly  supported. 

Please  let  me  hear  from  you  within  a  week  on  this  subject.

The  line  where  the  shell  is  shrunk  upon  the  body  is  harder  than  -it  is 
anywhere  else,  and  defies  the  steel  tool,  making  it  necessary  to  depend 
upon  the  grinding  wheel.

-timg  the  rolls  in  shape,  as  the  work  is  much  out  of  the  line  of  general 
roll  work.

Acknowledging  the  receipt  of  your  esteemed  favor  of  the  spth 
instant:,  inclosing  a  plan  for  a  Mint  Exhibit  at  the  World’s  Fair., 
Chicago.,  in  1893,  I  -would  sar  that  General  Nett'leton,  who  has 
charge  of  the  Treasury  exhibits.,  has  been  absent  from  the  City 
ever  since  your  letter  was  received,  and  I  have  not  been  able  to 
confer  with  him  on  the  subject.  I  have.,  however.,  talked  to  the 
Secretary  and.  he  is  of  the  opinion,  in  which  I  concur.,  that  it  is 
very  doubtful  whether  we  could  coin  money  at  Chicago.  The  law  pro¬ 
vides  where  money  shall  be  eoined  in  the  United  States.,  one  of  the 
places  being  Philadelphia,  but  there  is  no  provision  of  law.  for 
striking  coin  of  the  United  States  at  Chicago.  It  might  be  said, 
that  a  Mint  there  at  the  Fair  would  be  considered,  a  branch  of  the 
Mint  at  Philadelphia  for  temporary  purposes.,  but  the  Secretary  is 
of  the  opinion  that  this  would  be  a  doubtful  stretch  of  authority. 

He  is  also  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  not  be  lawful  to  pay  the 
expenses  of  any  of  the  workmen,  much  less  the  cost  of  the  machinery, 
from  any  appropriation  but  the  appropriation  for  the  Fair.,  and  it  is 
altogether  probable  that  the  managers  would  not  give  us  any  such 


2.. 


amount  of  money  as  your  plan  contemplates:,  much 'less  the  erection 
of  a  separate  building. 

I  will  hold  your  plan  until  General  Nettleton  returns,  and 
confer  with  him  more  fully  upon  the  subject.  In-  the  meantime.,  I 
would  suggest  that  you  at  once  prepare  a  plan  for  a  Mint  Exhibit 
somewhat  similar  to  the  one  at  the  Centennial,  embracing  only  a 
press  for  the  striking. of  medals,  and  such  exhibits  of  coins, 
minerals.,  etc..,  or  other  parts  of  mint  plant,  as  could  be  properly 
exhibited. 

In  forwarding  the  plans  for  the  press,  you  will  please  state 
the  pressure  on  the  floor.,  as  indicated  in  my  last  communication 
on  this  subject.,  in  order  that  the  proper  supports  may  be  made  to  the 
bui  Idfng. 

Please  do  this  at  anee.,  and  I  will  submit  the  two  plans  to 
General  Nettleton  an  his  return.

The  second  modal  in  this  series  was  struck  off  by  ordor 
of  the  States  General  in  oomoraoration  of  its  recognition 
of  the  Independence  of  the  United  States. 

On  the  obverse  side  of  the  medal  will  be  found  the 
United  States  and  the  motherlands  represented  by  two  maidens 
equipped  for  war,  with  right  hands  joined  over  a  burning 
altar.

Replying  to  your  favor  of  the  2nd.,  Instant,  relative  to  an  ex¬ 
hibit  of  the  Mint  service  at  the  world's  fair  at  Chicago,  I  would 
state  that  I  have  no  copy  of  the  plan  of  the  Government  building  and 
that  there  Is  no  portion  of  the  building  set  aside,  on  the  print, 
for  the  Mint  exhibit. 

As  I  informed  you  in  ray  letter  of  instructions  on  this  sub¬ 
ject,  the  space  allowed  and  the  cost  allowed  for  the  Mint  exhibit 
cannot  and  will  not  be  determined  until  after  the  exhibit  has  been 
submitted  and  passed  upon  by  the  Board  of  Managers;  undoubtedly  the 
space  necessary  for  the  exhibit  will  be  allowed  so  you  need  give 
yourself  no  uneasiness  on  that  score. 

The  exhibit  forwarded  by  you  was  very  comprehensive . but,  as  I 
informed  you,  the  Secretary  concurred  in  my  view  that  it  would  not 
be  legal  to  have  a  branch  Mint  at  Chicago,  or  to  manipulate  the  pre¬ 
cious  metals  there,  so  that  the  very  excellent  exhibit  which  you 
proposed ^in  accordance  with  my  suggestion,  was  impracticable.

I  see  no  advantage  in  setting  up  a  lot  of  Mint  machinery  such  as 
rolls,  draw-henches,  &c.,  which  will  not  he  running.  I  would  sug¬ 
gest  that  you  limit  the  exhibit  to  one  press  for  striking  small  med¬ 
als,  in  white  metal  or  bronze,  and  a  case  for  a  display  of  coins  and 
medals. 

The  plans  for  such  an  exhibit  can  be  prepared  in  a  few  hours 
and  I  trust  that  you  will  have  them  forwarded  by  return  mail.
